1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-21 and 24, drawn to a method of making a web of conductive 
filler, classified in class 156, subclass 204. 

II. Claims 25 and 26, drawn to a method of using a conductive filler, 
classified in class 29, subclass 825. 

2. Newly submitted claims 25 and 26 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
the process for using the product can be practiced with a product made by a different 
process of making such as one without an adhesive layer to bond it to the windings. 
Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 25 and 26 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and
